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Obama Makes Final Thanksgiving Turkey Pardon

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama got 
the holiday mood started 
at the White House on 
Wednesday with the tradi¬ 
tional pardoning of the na¬ 
tional Thanksgiving turkey, 
this time with his nephews 
standing in for daughters 
Malia and Sasho. 

The light-hearted cere¬ 
mony in the Rose Garden 
also featured lowo-raised 
turkeys To ter and Tot, with 
the latter receiving the for¬ 
mal reprieve. Obama said 
he has used the past sev¬ 
en pardoning ceremonies 
to embarrass his daugh¬ 
ters with what he called 
a "corny-copio'' of bad 
jokes about turkeys. "This 
year, they hod a schedul¬ 
ing conflict. Actuolly, they 
just couldn’t take my jokes 
anymore,” the president 
said. His nephews, Austin 
ond Aaron Robinson, filled 
in admirably.

and reality television star 
who has called for putting 
America's concerns first 
and shown little interest in 
Washington's troditionol 
espousal of global democ¬ 
racy and social justice. 
Commenting at the con¬ 
clusion of a four-day visit 
to Mongolia, the leader 
of Tibetan Buddhism said 
he looks forward to see¬ 
ing Trump of some point 
following the Jon. 20 inau¬ 
guration. Such meetings 
usually draw protests from 
Bering, which accuses the 
Dalai Lama of seeking to 
split Tibet from Chino. 

"[ feel during the election, 
the candidate has more 
freedom to express. Now 
once they (are) elected, 
having the responsibility, 
then they have to carry 
their cooperation, thesr 
work, according (to) real¬ 
ity,” he told reporters in the 
Mongolian capital, Ulaan- 
baotor. "So I have no wor¬ 
ries." 

Tenzin Dhardon Shar¬ 
ing, spokeswoman for 
the self-declared Tibetan 
government-in-exile in the 
northern Indian town of 
Dharamsala, said she was 
not aware of any plans for 
a meeting between the 
Dalai Lama and Trump. 

She said the Dalai Lamo 
and the Tibetan exile com¬ 
munity have enjoyed good 
relations with successive 
U.S. presidents and expect¬ 
ed that to continue under 
a Trump administration. 
Chino hod demanded 
Mongolia scrap his visit for 
the soke of the "general 
picture of a sound and 
steady development of bi¬ 
lateral ties.” 

Mongolia's fragile econo¬ 
my is heavily dependent 
on China, and the coun¬ 
tries are in discussions of a 
$4.2 billion Chinese loon to 
help pull it out of a reces¬ 
sion. 

Chino has apparently de¬ 
layed talks on the loan in 
response to the visit by the 
Dalai Lomo, who has lived 
in India since fleeing Tibet 
in 1959. 

Mongolian government 
spokesman Otgonboyor 
Gombojov said Wednes- 
doy that Chino had in¬ 
definitely postponed o 
visit to China next Mon¬ 


day by Mongolian officials 
to discuss the loon. Chi¬ 
no's Foreign Ministry of¬ 
fered no confirmation but 
demanded Mongolia take 
measures to "eliminate the 
negative impact” of the 
visit. 

"The incorrect oclions of 
the Mongolian side regard¬ 
ing the Dalai's visit harmed 
the politicol foundations of 
China-Mongolion relations 
and caused a negative im¬ 
pact on the development 
of the biloterol relations,” 
spokesman Geng Shuong 
told reporters at a doily 
briefing. 

Chino soys Tibet has been 
port of its territory for cen¬ 
turies, although many Ti¬ 
betans say they were ef¬ 
fectively on independent 
country for much of thot 
time. 

Asked to comment on cli¬ 
mate chonge — which 
Trump has denounced as 
a hoax — the Do las Lomo 
said he was heartened by 
the turn to alternative en¬ 
ergy sources such os solar 
and wind power. 

"I think ... we must now 
concentrate on these 
things. I don't know wheth¬ 
er we can reduce cars or 
not. People everywhere 
busy, busy. 

I don't know if it will be pos¬ 
sible,” he sold. 

Referencing past efforts 
to minimize damoge to 
the ozone layer, the Dalai 
Lama sotd that raised the 
chances of similar cooper¬ 
ation on climate change. 
"So that gives us hope, 
there is possibility,” he said. 
While the U.S. has in the 
post called on Chino to re¬ 
spect civil liberties in Tibet, 
Trump has praised outhori- 
torian rulers such os Russia's 
Vladimir Putin who hove 
been strongly criticized by 
human rights groups. 
Chinese President Xi Jin¬ 
ping congratulated Trump 
in Q phone coll and the 
country’s state medio 
hove welcomed his elec¬ 
tion os harkening a less 
confirontotionol policy to¬ 
ward China. Those out¬ 
lets have also applauded 
Trump's announcement 
that he would abandon o 
U.S .-led free trade agree¬ 
ment in Asia that had ex¬ 
cluded Chino. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Fans of 
the Mocy's Thanksgiving 
Day Parade who come to 
see the soaring Sponge Bob 
and Snoopy balloons may 
get a far less heartwarming 
sight this year: giant dump 
trucks filled with sand. 

More than 80 city sanitation 
trucks will be used at inter¬ 
sections and other strate¬ 
gic spots along the 2 'A mile 
parade route to create an 
imposing physical barrier 
to terror. The trucks weigh 
about 16 tons empty and 
up to twice that with sand. 
“You can ram a New York 
City Sanitation Department 
sand truck with a lot of 
things, but you’re not go¬ 
ing to move it/' said John 
Miller, the New York Police 
Department’s top counter¬ 
terrorism offictai. 

While the trucks hove been 
used like this before — most 
recently to protect Trump 
Tower — the New York Po¬ 
lice Department says they 
will play a bigger role at this 
year's parade in the woke 
of the cargo truck at toe k 
in Nice, France, that killed 
more than 80 people and 


a recent posting in on Eng¬ 
lish-language Islamic State 
maga7sne that called the 
parade ’'an excellent lar- 
get,'' 

As scory os that sounds, 
authorities soy there^s no 
confirmation of a credible 
threat and they hove re¬ 
peatedly urged spectators 
to not stay owoy. 

Miller said that while such 
postings ore psychologi¬ 
cal warfare intended to 
spread a message of Fear, 
"We never accede to 
that." A front-page head¬ 
line in Tuesday's Daily News 
creatively paraphrased the 
message the NY PD seeks to 
send: "Truck You, ISIS!" 
Aside from the trucks, se¬ 
curity for the parade in¬ 
cludes teams of officers 
armed with assault weap¬ 
ons, bomb-sniffing dogs 
and portable radiation 
detectors. Plainclothes of¬ 
ficers will blend in with the 
crowd, and other officers 
will be posted on rooftops 
along the parade route. 
The effort comes at o time 
when the nation’s largest 
police department already 
is stretching its resources to 
protect the mid town Man¬ 


hattan home of President¬ 
elect Donald Trump. On 
Election Day, at least o half- 
dozen dump trucks walled 
off Trump Tower’s entrance 
on Fifth Avenue, making for 
photos that went viral on 
the internet. 

There was o similar dump 
truck spectacle with Ron¬ 


ald Reagan as presklent 
in 1983, when the Secret 
Service stationed them ot 
the White House. Officials 
at the time indicated It was 
a response to unspecified 
threats in the wake of the 
truck bomb attack on a 
Marine compound in Bei¬ 
rut that killed 239 American 


soldiers. 

In recent years, authorities 
also have used the trucks 
to help safeguard the Unit¬ 
ed Nations General Assem¬ 
bly and President Barack 
O bama ’ s motorcades 

when he visits the city — 
an instant formula for epic 
gridlock.

Obama joked they had not 
yet been turned cynical 
by Washington. “They still 
believe in bod puns. They 
still believe in the grandeur 
of this occasion/' Obama 
said. “They still hove hope," 
The White House asked 
people on Twitter to vote 
for which turkey will receive 
the pardon, though both 
will get a reprieve. The 
White House even provid¬ 
ed a biography for each 
bird to help voters with 
their decisbn. For exam¬ 
ple, Tater's favorite snack is 
worms. Tot prefers tomato 
slices. Each 18-week-o!d 
bird weighed in at about 
40 pounds. 

While only one could be 
named the "National 
Thanksgiving Turkey,’’ the 
White House said that 
both birds will be sent to 
their new home at Virgin¬ 
ia Tech’s "Gobblers Rest" 
where they will be cored 
for by veterinarians and 
students. 


The ceremony also gave 
Obama a chance to re¬ 
flect on the spirit of Thanks¬ 
giving. Obama said it's 
a time to remember that 
“we hove a lot more in 
common than divides us," 
He also challenged Ameri¬ 
cans to show the world 
that the United States is a 
generous and giving coun¬ 
try, and to make sure ev¬ 
eryone has something to 
eat on Thanksgiving. 

After the ceremony, the 
president and first family 
served Thanksgiving meals 
to residents of the Armed 
Forces Retirement Home in 
Washington. The campus 
is home to 405 previously 
enlisted service members, 
who represent every cam¬ 
paign since World War 1. 
Obama served the tur¬ 
key and gravy and briefly 
chatted with veterans 
and workers os they went 
through the line. 

First Lady Michelle Obamo 
served beans and spinach, 
while Sasha provided The 
mashed potatoes, dressing 
and cranberry sauce,□

NEW YORK fAP) — A group 
of election lawyers and 
data experts have asked 
Hillary Clinton’s campaign 
to call for a recount of the 
vote totals in three battle¬ 
ground states — Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania 
— to ensure that c cyberat¬ 
tack was not committed to 
manipulate the totals. 
There is no evidence that 
the results were hacked or 
that electronic voting nrra- 
chines were compromised. 
The Clinton campaign on 
Wednesday did not re¬ 
spond to Q request for com¬ 
ment as to whether it would 
petition for a recount be¬ 
fore the three states’ fast- 
approaching deadlines to 
ask for one. 


President-elect Donald 
Trump won Wisconsin and 
Pennsylvania by razor-thin 
margins and has a small 
lead in Michigan. All three 
states had been reliably 
Democratic in recent presi¬ 
dential elections. 

The group, led by voting- 
rights attorney John Bonifaz 
and J. Alex Holderman, the 
director of the University of 
Michigan Center for Com¬ 
puter Security and Soci¬ 
ety, contacted the Clinton 
campaign this week. That 
call, which was first report¬ 
ed by New York Magazine, 
raised the possibility that 
Cfnton may have received 
fewer votes than expected 
in some counties that rely 
on electronic voting ma¬ 
chines. 

But Holdermon, in on ar¬ 
ticle posted on Medium on 


Wednesday, stressed that 
the group has no evidence 
of o cyberaftock or voting 
irregularities. He urged that 
a recount be ordered just 
to eliminate the possibility. 
'The only way to know 
whether a cyberat¬ 
tack changed the re¬ 
sult is to closely examine 
the available physical 
eviderice?_?paper ballots 
and voting equipment in 
critical states like Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Pennsylva¬ 
nia,” Halderman wrote. 
Recounts, which ore often 
costly and time-intensive 
efforts, would likely only 
be initiated if the Clinton 
camp pushed for one, 
though Wisconsin indepen¬ 
dently announced that it 
would conduct on audit 
of its vote. A call for o re¬ 
count, particularly coming 


on the heels of a fiercely 
contested and sharply par¬ 
tisan election, would likely 
be cheered by Democrats 
but denounced by Repub¬ 
licans eager to focus on 
governing. 

A request to the Trump 
transition team for com¬ 
ment was not immediately 
returned. 

Trump’s campaign hod 
long believed that his mes¬ 
sage of economic popu¬ 
lism would resonate in the 
Rust Belt. He frequently 
compoigned in Pennsyl¬ 
vania and made o late 
push in both Wisconsin and 
Michigan, successfully turn¬ 
ing out white working-class 
voters whom pollsters may 
have missed. 

Many pre-elec tion polls 
showed Clinton with slight 
leads. While advocating for 
the recounts, Halderman 
writes that “the most likely 
explanation” for Trump's 
surprise win "is that the 
polls were systematically 
wrong,” 

The deadlines for petition¬ 
ing for o recount in all three 
states are In the coming 
days, with Wisconsin's on 
Friday. Green Party candi¬ 
date J1I Stein announced a 
fundraising effort Wednes¬ 
day to pay for such re¬ 
counts. 

The focal point of any pos¬ 
sible electoral cyber attack 
presumably would have 
been electronic voting ma¬ 
chines that, whether or not 
they are connected to the 
internet, could be infected 
with malware that could 
change vote totals. But 
many of those machines 
produce a paper record 
of the vote that could be 
checked to see if the vote 


tabulations are accurate. 
Pennsylvania is considered 
one of the states most sus¬ 
ceptible to hocking be¬ 
cause 96 percent of its 
voting machines have no 
paper trail. Wisconsin is far 
less vulnerable because 
it uses electronic mochines 
with voter-verifiable pa¬ 
per trails in most counties. 
Michigan is considered the 
safest of the three because 
it uses paper ballots. 
Officials in the three states 
confirmed that no recounts 
hove been ordered. A 
spokesman for the U.S. Jus¬ 
tice Department soys it is 
not tallying the number of 
voting complaints to deter¬ 
mine whether federal ac¬ 
tion is warranted. 

Many election experts hove 
called for routine post¬ 
election audits designed to 
boost public confidence in 
vote outcomes, by guard¬ 
ing against both tampering 
and natural vote-counting 
mistakes. These could in¬ 
volve spot-checks of the 
voting records and bodots, 
typically in randomly se¬ 
lected precincts, to make 
sure that votes were accu¬ 
rately recorded. 

In many states, audits irv 
volve hand-counting the 
votes on paper ballots 
and comparing the re¬ 
sults to the totals stored In 
the state's electronic vot¬ 
ing system. Such audits do 
sometimes turn up mistakes 
that reverse an election. 
That happened in Florida's 
Palm Beach County in 
2012, when o post-election 
audit determined that the 
"winners” in two city coun¬ 
cil races were actually 
losers.G

Women for Trump Cabinet: Haley picked for UN, DeVos for Ed

PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP] 

— Injecting tine first diver¬ 
sity into his Cabinet-to-be, 
Donald Trump selected 
two Republican women 
on Wednesday who had 
unflattering things to say 
about him during the presi¬ 
dential campaign: South 
Carolina Gov. Nifcfci Haley 
to serve as U.S. ambassa¬ 
dor to the United Nations 
and chorter school advo¬ 
cate Betsy DeVos to lead 
the Department of Educa¬ 
tion. 

Gov. Haley has little for¬ 
eign policy e;tperience, 
yet Trump praised her as 
"a proven dealmaker." 
DeVos, like Trump, is new 
to government but has 
spent decades working to 
change Americans system 
of public educatbn. 

DeVos and Haley are the 
first women selected for 
top-level administration 
posts os the president-elect 
works to shape o White 
House team from scratch. 
Haley is the daughter of 
Indian immigrants, so she 
also would be his first minor¬ 
ity selection after a string of 
announcements of white 
men. 

Retired neurosurgeon Ben 
Carson said "an announce¬ 
ment is forthcoming” on his 
role, which would make 
him the first black choice 

— possibly as secretary of 
Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment — but he also sug¬ 
gested he'd be thinking 
about it over the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing holiday. 

"E feel that I can moke a 
significant contribution par¬ 
ticularly to making our inner 
cities great for everyone,” 
Carson wrote on has Face- 
book page. 

Trump is also expected to 
select billionaire investor 
Wilbur Ross Jr. to lead the 
Commerce Department, 


a senior Trump adviser said 
Wednesday, speaking only 
on condition of anonymity 
because the odviser was 


not authorized to disclose 
internal deliberations. The 
78-year-old Ross, who is 
white, is chairman and 
chief strategy officer of pri¬ 
vate-equity firm W.L. Ross L 
Co., which has specialized 
in buying failing compa¬ 
nies. 

Wednesday's picks com© 
as Trump worked to dis¬ 
tance himself from the “alt- 
right," a movement of white 
supremacists who continue 
to cheer his election. 

He announced has two new 
choices in a statement re¬ 
leased os he gathered 
with family behind closed 
doors at his Palm Beach es¬ 
tate for Thanksgiving. He’s 
spending the holiday there 
after a week of interviews 
of potential appointees in 
New York, punctuated by 
announcements of mem¬ 
bers of his notional security 


team. 

In o Thanksgiving mes¬ 
sage posted on social me¬ 
dia, Trump acknowledged 


that the nation "just finished 
a long and bruising political 
campaign." 

"Emotbns ore raw and ten- 
sbns just don't heal over¬ 
night/’ he added. "It's my 
prayer that on this Thanks¬ 
giving we begin to heal our 
divisions and move forward 
as one country strength¬ 
ened by shared purpose 
ond very, very common re¬ 
solve." 

Bad bbod be¬ 
tween Trump and his new 
Cabinet selections hod 
been evident through 
much of this year's cam¬ 
paign. 

"The people of South Caro¬ 
lina are embarrassed by 
Nikki Holey!" Trump wrote in 
March, Haley denounced 
several of his campaign 
comments and urged vot¬ 
ers to "reject the siren call 
of the angriest voices.’’ 


DeVos, from Michigan, told 
The Assocbted Press in July, 
"A lot of the things he has 
said are very off-putting 


and concerning." 

On Wednesday, Trump said 
of his UN selection: “Gov. 
Haley has a proven track 
record of bringing people 
together regardless of 
background or party affili¬ 
ation to move critical por- 
cies forward for the better¬ 
ment of her state and our 
country." 

She said she bved her 
South Carolina post but 
“when the president be¬ 
lieves you have a major 
contrbutbn to moke to the 
welfare of our notion, and 
to our nation’s standing in 
the world, that is o calling 
that IS important to heed." 
While Repubrcans praised 
Haley’s selection, DeVos 
faced criticism from left 
and right. 

The president of the Nation¬ 
al Education Assocbtbn, 
Lily Eskelsen Garcia, said In 


a statement that for years 
DeVos "has lobbied for 
failed schemes, like vouch¬ 
ers — which take away 
funding ond bcai control 
from our public schools — 
to fund private schools at 
toxpayers’ expense." 

And Randi Weingorten, 
president of the Amerban 
Federation of Teachers, 
tweeted, "Trump has cho¬ 
sen the most Ideological, 
anti-pubib ed nominee 
since the creation of the 
Dept of Educatbn." 

At the some time, some 
conservatives worned that 
the longtime Repubiban 
donor, who has spent mil¬ 
lions of dollars — along with 
her husband — to promote 
candidates who favor 
charter schools and school 
vouchers, olso supports the 
Common Core education 
standards that Trump railed 
against during the cam¬ 
paign. Conservatives al¬ 
ready were grappling 
with Trump's Tuesday 
concession that climate 
change may be connect¬ 
ed to human activity and 
his reversal of a compaign 
vow to pursue a criminal in¬ 
vestigation into Democrat¬ 
ic rival Hillary Clinton. 

DeVos addressed criticism 
head-on, posting a "Q&A" 
statement that said directly 
about Common Core: “I 
am not a supporter — pe¬ 
riod." 

"f do support high stan¬ 
dards," she said. But obng 
the woy Common Core 
"got turned into a federal 
boondoggle."

American home sales reach strongest pace in nearly a decade

Realtors said this week that 
sales of existing homes rose 
2 percent to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 5,6 
miiron. Sales reached their 
strongest pace since Feb¬ 
ruary 2007, a sign that the 
market ts still healing from 
the collapsing prices and 
foreclosures that ignited 
the 2008' financial crisis. 


A stable Job morket and 
historically cheap borrow¬ 
ing costs have spurred de¬ 
mand from homebuyers this 
year. 

But sales growth has been 
tempered somewhat by 
accelerating prices and 
a shortage of properties 
on the market. Sales gains 
could possibly stow in the 


coming months as rising 
mortgage rates are mating 
home loans more expen¬ 
sive. 

The overage 30-year, frxed- 
rate mortgage climbed to 
nearly 4 percent from less 
than 3.5 percent at the 
end of October. Few hous¬ 
ing experts say that higher 
rates at this stage will fully 


disrupt sales, although it 
might cause some ejdst- 
ing homeowners to stay in 
place rot her than upgrade 
to new homes and costlier 
mortgages. The impact of 
higher rates could be offset 
if wages accelerate strong¬ 
ly during a Trump adminis¬ 
tration, giving Americans 
higher incomes.Q 


Mortgage rates keep rising after Trump’s election win

Long-term U.S. interest rates 
have climbed since Trump 
was elected Nov. 8, That 
is largely because bond 
investors believe the pres¬ 
ident-elect's plan to cut 
taxes and spend massively 
on roads, bridges, airports 
and other infrastructure 
could ignite inflation. When 
Ihey foresee rising inflation, 
investors demand higher 
long-term rotes and pay 
lower prices for bonds. 

The yield on 10-year Trea¬ 
sury notes has risen from 1,87 


percent on Election Doy to 
2,38 percent Wednesday, 
The expectations of eco¬ 
nomic stimulus from tax 


cuts and higher infrastruc¬ 
ture spending that are driv¬ 
ing up interest rates have 
also pushed stocks higher. 


On Wednesday, the Dow 
Jones industriol average 
closed above 19,000 for the 
first time. 


Still, rising mortgage rates 
pose o threat to the hous¬ 
ing market. Low mortgage 
rates hove helped fuel a 


rally in home soles. The Na¬ 
tional Association of Real¬ 
tors said Tuesday that sales

seasonally adjusted annual

ThoTs also helped lift home 
prices. The median price

Mortgage rates will likely 
keep rising until there’s 
some more understonding 
of where the economy and 
housing policy ore headed, 
McLaughlin said.

The gain primarily reflected 
a 94.1 percent Jump in de¬ 
mand for commercbl air¬ 
planes, an extremely vola¬ 
tile category,The category 
that tracks business invest¬ 
ment plans was up a slight 
0,4 percent, erosing only a 
smoll part of a 1.4 percent 
plunge in September. 


Business investment spend¬ 
ing has been a drag on the 
economy this year, reflect¬ 
ing in port big cutbacks in 
the energy sector. 

So for this year, orders 
for nondefense capitol 
goods excluding aircraft 

— fhe category used to 
track businessinvestment 

— ore down 4 percent 
from the some period in 
2015. 

This weakness in invest¬ 
ment has held back over¬ 
all growth this year. 


Economists said thot the 
smoll rise in the investment 
category should strength¬ 
en further as the energy 
sector stabilizes following a 
big plunge,Part of the op^ 
timism stems from a view 
that the plunge in energy 
investment, fueled by the 
sharp fall in energy prices, 
is coming to an end. The 
count of oil drilling rigs is up 
49 percent from the low hit 
in May. 

Manufacturing has also 
been hurt this year by a 


strong dollar, which makes 
U.S. goods less competitive 
in overseas markets.The 
economy, as measured by 
the gross domestic prod¬ 
uct, grew at a 2.9 percent 
rate in the third quarter, a 
significant improvement 
after growth averaged Just 
1,1 percent in the first half 
of the year. 

In October, orders for ma¬ 
chinery edged up a slight 
0,2 percent, while demand 
for primary metals such as

The officials were 
not authorized to discuss 
the case and spoke on 
conditbn of anonymity.

Dutch populist lawmaker Wilders slams his trial as ‘charade*

due in March as a legal 
defense. Wlders cast him¬ 
self as port of a swelling 
gbbol anti-establishment 
movement that already 
has manifested Itself in the 
British vote to leave the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and Donald 
Trump’s victory in the U.S. 
presidential election. 
"Worldwide, a movement 
has started that is making 


short shrift of the politically 
correct doctrines of the 
erte and their subordinate 
medio,” Wilders said. "Brex- 
it proved it. The American 
election proved It." 

And, turning to upcoming 
elections and votes across 
Europe, he added that, 
"It Is about to be proven 
in Austria ond Italy. Next 
year It will also be proven in 
France, Germany and, yes, 
also In the Netherlands.” 


The politico I jy charged 
prosecution centers on 
comments Wilders made 
before and after the Dutch 
municipal elections in 2014.

Turkey-backed and Kurdish-led forces clash in northern Syria 


BEIRUT (AP) — Turkish- 
backed Syrian opposition 
forces clashed with Kurdish- 
led forces on Wednesday 
in northern Syria, where 
both ore fighting the Islam¬ 
ic State group. 

The press office for the 
Kurdish-held parts of Syria 
said eight civilians were 
killed in shelling by Turkish- 
backed forces in the coun¬ 
tryside between Manbj, a 
town controlled by Kurdish- 
affiliated forces, and the 
IS-held town of oi-Bab. The 


Biitain-bosed Syrian Ob¬ 
servatory for Fluman Rights 
said two civilians were killed 
in the clashes, which were 
still underway. 

The Turkey-backed forces 
hove converged on ai-Bab 
in recent days. On Wednes¬ 
day, the Kurdish-affiliated 
forces entered the IS-heid 
town of Arimo, near al-Bab. 
Turkey has called on the 
Kurds to leave Monbij and 
withdraw to the east. 
Turkish warplanes mean¬ 
while targeted IS in north¬ 


ern Syria, Turkey’s state-run 
Anadolu News Agency 
said. Quoting unnamed 
military officials, it said the 
raids destroyed two build¬ 
ings, an ammunition depot 
and four defensive posi¬ 
trons around al-Bob. 

In Cairo, meanwhile, 
Egypt’s President Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi expressed 
support for Syrian President 
Bashar Assad's military, in 
remarks that are likely to 
anger Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf countries, which 


back Syria’s armed rebel¬ 
lion. 

Egypt angered Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, its top finoncial backer, 
lost month when it backed 
a draft resolutbn on Syria 
at the U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil that was opposed by 
Riyadh.

the Notional Pension Ser¬ 
vice's offices in Seoul and 
its headquarters in Jeonju, 
The officfal declined to be 
named, citing office poli- 
cies,The targets of the raids 
included the NPS’ Invest¬ 
ment Monogennent Office, 
according to on NPS of¬ 
ficial who also declined to 


be named. 

Samsung spokeswoman 
Ltm Bomi confirmed that in¬ 
vestigators raided the com¬ 
pany but declined to com¬ 
ment further. 

The raids took place as the 
political fallout from the 
scandal continued to grow 
after prosecutors charged 
Choi Soon-si I, President 
Park Geun-hye’s long-time 
friend, and two presidential 
aides on suspicion of inter¬ 
fering with state affairs and 
bullying companies. Includ¬ 


ing Samsung, into giving 
tens of millions of dollars to 
foundations and businesses 
Choi controlled. 

The presidential office said 
Wednesday fhat two other 
officials, the justice minister 
and senior presidential sec¬ 
retary for civil affairs, had 
offered to resign. The resig¬ 
nation offers, if approved, 
could deal a further blow 
to Park, who has already 
been forced to fire eight 
presidential advisers since 
the scandal exploded. Park 
has refused to meet pros¬ 
ecutors who said she con¬ 
spired in criminal activities 
with the confidante. 

While Pork faces mount¬ 
ing colls to resign over the 
scandal, public anger to¬ 
ward Samsung has also 
been simmering because 
of Its alleged links with Choi, 
It is not the firsi time Sonv 
sung has been raided by 
prosecutors investigating 
the scandal. Top Samsung 
executives. Including Sam¬ 
sung chairman’s son Lee 
Jae-yong, were questioned 
by prosecutors earlier this 
month, along with other 
top South Korean business 
executives. Other Samsung 
companies have been 
raided during the probe. 
But fhe fact that the tar¬ 
get of the latest raid was 
Samsung Group's corpo¬ 
rate strategy office indi¬ 
cates that Samsung might 
be deeply involved in the 


scandal. Samsung estab¬ 
lished the office in De¬ 
cember 2010 to support 
affiliates and help improve 
synergies among vorbus 
Samsung companies. But in 
reality the unit, headed by 
Lee’s mentor, served as o 
control tower that oversees 
key corporate decisions. 
South Korea's Yonhap 
news agency reported ear¬ 
lier that prosecutors were 
looking into whether the 
presidential office played o 
role in the pension service’s 
vote to support the contro¬ 
versial merger of two Sam¬ 
sung companies last year, 
Samsung narrowly won 
shareholders’ approval to 
merge Samsung C&J and 
Cheil Industries in July 2015. 
Most investors and ana¬ 
lysts questioned Samsung's 
argument that the deal 
would create synergies 
between o Samsung con¬ 
struction company and on- 
other Samsung company 
that ran on amusement 
park and fashion business¬ 
es. 

The merger deal was cru¬ 
cial for Lee, the Samsung 
heir, who held a small stake 
in Samsung Electronics. It

Tensions soar as Indian fire hits bus in Kashmir, killing 10

rivals. 


Pakistan’s Prime Minister 
Nawaz Sharif called the 
shelling "naked aggres¬ 
sion," and the government 
summoned an Indian dlpli> 
mat to lodge o protest. The 
Pakistani army contacted 
its fndlan counterpart over 
a crisis hotline, saying "we 
reserve the right to respond 
at the place and time of 
ouf choosing.” 

The Indian milEtory said in 
a statement that Lt. Gen. 


Ranbir Shah had spoken 
to his Pakistani counter¬ 
part and expressed "grief" 
over the civilian casualties. 
But he Insisted that India's 
"retaliatory" fire had only 
been directed at locations 
where Pakistan hod fired 
first. 

Kashmir Is split between In¬ 
dian and Pakistani areas 
of control and claimed in 
its entrety by both coun¬ 
tries. The South Asian rivals 


fought two of their three 
wars over Kashmir, and it 
remains one of the world’s 
most intractable conflicts. 
Waheed Khan, a Pakistani 
police official in the region, 
said the Indian shelling also 
hit villages near the Line of 
At least three Pakistani sol¬ 
diers were also killed, the 
military sold, adding that 
Indian troops had fired on 
an ambulance. 

The latest exchange of fire 


came a day after the muti¬ 
lated body of an Indian sol¬ 
dier was found in Kashmir. 
The Indian military did not 
soy whether the soldier was 
killed by Pakistani soldiers or 
Kashmiri rebels, who hove 
been fighting against Indi¬ 
an rule since 1989. 
“Retribution will be heavy 
for this cowardly act," Col, 
Rajesh Kalla, on Indian 
army spokesman, said after 
Tuesday’s attack. □

Golden Knights will begin 
play next season. 

The Golden Knights’ logo 
is a simple front view of 
a fighting helmet with a 
conspicuous “V" in the 
middle. 

Their colors are steel grey, 
gold, red and black. 

“Our logo and our name 
is really going to exhibit 


the highest element of the 
warrior class — the knight," 
Foley told the crowd. 
"The knight protects the 
unprotected. 

The knight defends the 
realm. 

The knight never gives 
up, never gives in, always 
advances, never retreats. 
And that is what our team 
is going to be.” 

The NHL awarded its 31st 
franchise in June to this 
gombling mecca in the 
Mojave Desert. 

Foley is a billionaire

The team and its fans cel¬ 
ebrated wildly as Thomson 
breezed around the bas¬ 
es while Bronco, wearing 
his unlucky No. 13 jersey, 
trudged off the mound.

And for years, the question 
remained: Did Thomson 
know the high-and-inside 
fastball from Branca was 
coming?

Gov’t wants phone makers to 
lock out most apps for drivers

DETROIT (AP)— The gavern- 
ment wants smartphone 
makers to lock out most 
apps when the phone is 
being used by someone 
driving a car. 

The voluntary guidelines 
unveiled Wednesday 
are designed to reduce 
crashes caused by drivers 
distracted by phones. The 
National Highway Traffic 
Sofety Administration also 
wants automakers to make 
infotainment systems easy 
to pair with smartphones. 
Drivers could still make 
calls but the phones and 
automaker systems would 
lock out the ability to enter 
text. Internet browsing, vid¬ 
eo not related to driving, 
text from books, and pho¬ 
tos also would be locked 
out. Novigotion systems 


would be permitted, but 
with guidelines on how to 
avoid driver distraction. 
Fatal crashes caused by 
distracted drivers ore on 
the rise, ond that’s con¬ 
tributing to a spike in traf¬ 
fic deaths during the past 
two years. The govern¬ 
ment says 3,477. or about 
10 percent, of the more 
than 35.000 traffic fatolitles 
last year involved distract¬ 
ed drivers. Thol's up 3.8 
percent over 2014. Traffic 
deoths spiked 10.4 percent 
in the first six months of this 
year and rose 7.2 percent 
lost year, after yeors of de¬ 
clines. 

"With driver distraction one 
of the factors behind the 
rise of traffic fatalities, we 
are committed to working 
with the industry to ensure 
that mobile devices are 
designed to keep drivers' 


eyes where they belong 
—on the road," NHTSA Ad¬ 
ministrator Mark Rosefcind 
sold in a statement. 
Automakers already are 
moving this direction, with 
many offering Apple Car- 
Play ond Android Auto 
that por smartphones to 
car touch screens and 
allow limited use of the 
phone apps. 

NHTSA wants phone mak¬ 
ers to develop technol¬ 
ogy that can determine if 
someone is driving a cor 
and then disoble most of 
the apps. But at present, 
that technology doesn’t 
exist. In its absence, the 
agency wonts phones to 
hove Q "driver mode" that 
would be activated by the 
smartphone user. 

General Motors, for in¬ 
stance, has the Apple and 
Android pairing system in 


about 40 models world¬ 
wide. Already, it prevents 
use of many phone func¬ 
tions thot could cause dis¬ 
traction. spokesmon Vijay 
Iyer said. 

The system, he said, won’t 
let drivers type a text mes¬ 
sage, but if does allow text 
by voice. “The fundamen¬ 
tal direction is to keep your 
hands on the wheel eyes 


on the road and minimize 
distraction and offer up 
other means of interaction, 
primarily voice," he said. 
NHTSA will take public 
comment for 60 days be¬ 
fore deciding whether to 
put the guidelines in place. 
Unlike a federal govern¬ 
ment rule. ou1o and cell¬ 
phone makers don't have

Sales of new 
homes slipped 
over October

WASHINGTON (AP) — Few¬ 
er Americans purchased 
new homes in October, but 
soles ore still much stronger 
this year than in 2015 — o 
positive sign for the housing 
market. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Wednesday 
that new-home soles fell 
1,9 percent lost month to 
Q seasonally adjusted orv- 
nuo! rate of 563,000 units. 
Still, sales through the first 
10 months of this year are 
12,7 percent higher than 
during the same period in 
2015. 

Sales fell last month in the 
Northeast, Midwest and 
South, while improving in 
the West, Just 5.2 months’ 
supply of new homes ore 
available on the market, 
down from 5,6 months o 
year ago. 

Separate reports point 
to strong demand os the 
market heals and more 
members of the millennial 
generation, ages 18 to 34, 
begin to purchase homes, 
“The iorge millennial gen- 
eratbn is expected to pro¬ 
vide further demand for sirv 
gle-family housing os older 
millennials form families at 
on increasing rote,” said 
David Berson, chief econo¬ 
mist at the insurance com¬ 
pany Nationwide, "Histori¬ 
cally, there Es a significant 
uptick in homeownership 
of the age of 35 - on age 
that the oldest millennials 
are reaching now." 

The National Association of 
Realtors said Tuesday that 
soles of existing homes rose 
2 percent to o seasonally 
adjusted annual rote of 5.6 
million. 

The rising soles levels hove 
yet to coax more sellers into 
the market. Soles listings for 
existing homes hove fallen 
4,3 percent over the post 
year to 2.02 million homes. 
The shortage has pushed 
up the median soles price 
of existing homes 6 per¬ 
cent from a year ago to 
$232,200,

US applications for unemployment aid rose last week 
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Another failure in the search for 
a treatment to slow Alzheimer’s

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Art experimental treatment for 
Alzheimer’s failed again in a widely onttcipated study, 
disappointing many who hod hoped drugmaker Eli Lilly 
had finolly found a way to slow the progression of the 
mind-robbing disease. 

The drug did not work better than a placebo treatment 
in Q study of more than 2J00 people with mild Alzheim¬ 
er's, the company announced Wednesday. 

"We’re incredibly saddened by the news,” sold Mario 
Carrillo, chief science officer of the Alzheimer's Asso¬ 
ciation, who wQS not involved in Lilly's research, “There 
was o lot of hope for this avenue, this approach," 

Wall Street analysts had given Lilly’s drug relatively low 
odds of success. Even so, shares of Indianopolis-bosed 
Eli Lilly and Co, plunged more than 10 percent, or $8,02, 
to $67,97 Wedr^esday afternoon. Shares of other drug- 
mokers researching Alzheimer's treatments, like Biogen 
Inc., also sank in early trading. 

Alzheimer’s experts had modest expectations for the 
drug, called solanezumab (sohl-ah-NAYZ’-uh-mab], ft 
hod already failed in two large studies in people with 
mild-fomoderate forms of the disease. Combined re¬ 
sults, however, suggested that the drug might work for 
those with the mildest symptoms. 

Lilly started another study, testing monthly infusions of 
the drug for IS months in those patients. 

The drug binds to a protein called amyloid that builds 
up in the brains of Alzheimer's patients. The drug clears 
the protein from the broln before it can clump together 
to form a sticky plaque between nerve cells. Research¬ 
ers think the protein triggers the degenerative disease, 
which impairs memory and thought. 

Amyloid still plays some role, and it's premature to 
obandon the notion of targeting it, said a specialist who 
has led many previous failed Alzheimer's drug studies, 
"When you get a result like this you hove to question, is 
it the stage of the disease. Is it the particular drug you 
are testing, oris it some comblnotion? Or is the strategy 
wrong?" said Dr, Stephen Salloway, neurology chief 
at Brown University in Providence, Rhode Island, "We 
don’t know the answer," 

Lilly’s drug is still being studied in two oth'Sr major tests. 
One involves patients with a rare, inherited form of Al¬ 
zheimer’s, and Ihe other is a prevention trial of people 
who have no symptoms but have deposits of amyloid 
in their brain os seen on scans. 

At least 18 other drugs are in lote-stage testirig. includ¬ 
ing several similar to solanezumab. Dietary therapies, 
supplements and even a medical device also are be¬ 
ing tried, 

"There are other opprooches that we need to pursue," 
Carrillo said, "We need to redouble our efforts," 
Scientists soy the search for o better Alzheimer's treat¬ 
ment presents several problems. They also believe 
changes in the broln of a person with Alzheimer's begin 
many years before the patient shows symptoms. That 
means that by the time diagnosis happens, the brain 
moy be essentially too damaged for potential treat¬ 
ments to work, 

Lilly has spent obout $3 billion over the post 27 yeors on 
Alzheimer’s reseorch. One of the drugmoker's research¬ 
ers, Dr. Eric Siemers, said the latest results were a "bump 
in the rood," and scientists are looking forword to learn¬ 
ing more from the results of other potential treotments. 
"We’re continuing to go forward, it’s just not os fast as 
we would like," sold SiemersO 


Fed minutes raise outlook for December hike

While the Fed's discussbns 
occurred before the elec¬ 
tion of Trump os president. 
Fed Chair Janet Yellen Irv 
dicated last week that the 
election has not changed

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Sweat it out! Skin patch aims to test sweat for heaith

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Breaking o sweat? Re- 
sea rchefs are creating a 
skin patch that con test 
those droplets while pet> 
pie exercise and beam re¬ 
sults to their smartphones, 
possibly a new way to track 
health and fitness. 

The experimental gadget 
goes well beyond activity 
monitors like the Fitbit. A lit¬ 
tle larger than a quarter, it's 
almost like o tiny lob stuck 
to the skin — and a study 
published Wednesday 
found it worked on sweaty 
bicyclists, sticking even dur¬ 
ing a long-distance race in 
Arizona. 

If you think of perspiratron 
as just a drippy nuisance, 
think again. 

"Sweat has biochemical 
conaponents within St that 
tell us a lot about physi¬ 
ological health/' said John 
A. Rogers, who directs 
Northwestern University's 
Center for BSo-[ntegrated 
Electronics and led the 
new research. 

Todoy’s wearable tech¬ 
nology helps people track 
their calories, activity and 


heart rate. A wearable bio¬ 
sensor would be "radically 
different,” Rogers said. 

For simple fitness purposes, 
it could give an eoly warn¬ 
ing that it's time to replenish 
electrolytes before some¬ 
one starts to feel dehy¬ 
drated. But eventually with 
additional research, Rog¬ 
ers envisk>ns more sophisti¬ 
cated use of such devices, 
such as real-time monitor¬ 
ing of how the body adjusts 
during military training, or 
even to screen people for

diseases such as diabetes 
or cystic fibrosis. 

Rogers, who did much of 
the research while at the 
University of Illinois at Urbo- 
na-Chompoign, has long 
worked to develop elec¬ 
tronic devices that can 
stretch and twist with the 
body. The skin-like sweat 
patch adds a capability 
called microfluidics, cap¬ 
turing and analyzing tiny 
amounts of body fluid. 

How it works: Stick the patch 
on the skin and start mov¬ 
ing. Tiny channels collect 
perspiratbn and route it 
to different compartments 
where it interacts with 
chemicals that change 
color to reflect sweat loss, 
the perspration's acidity 
level, and concentrations 
of chloride, glucose and 
lactate. 

Together, those meosure- 
ments can indicate such 


things os hydration levels 
or electrolyte loss. Hold 
Q smartphone over the 
patch, and an opp takes 
Q picture of the colors and 
interprets what they mean. 
In two studies reported 
Wednesday, Rogers' team 
stuck patches to the arms 
and bocks of 21 healthy 
volunteers. Nine rode exer¬ 
cise bikes in a gym to com¬ 
pare the sweat patches’ 
performance with the de¬ 
cidedly lower-tech meth¬ 
od of sweat-testing used 
today — taping on absor¬ 
bent pods and carting the 
resulting wet samples to a 
laboratory. For a more real- 
world test, the other 12 bi¬ 
cyclists wore the patches 
while competing in o long¬ 
distance outdoor race in 
Tucson. 

The patches stayed in 
place and worked even 
in the challenging outdoor 
race, and the patches’ 
biochemical test results 
agreed with the indoor bik¬ 
ers’ conventional sweat 
tests, the researchers re¬ 


ported in the journal Sci¬ 
ence Tronsiotiona! Medi¬ 
cine. 

“It seems really procti- 
col,” said Stanford Univer¬ 
sity chemical engineer¬ 
ing professor Zhenan Boo, 
who also researches novel 
biomedical materials but 
wasn't involved with the 
sweat patch. By simply 
looking at a color change, 
“such a patch allows peo¬ 
ple to now hove an oppor¬ 
tunity to understand their 
health and how it changes 
depending on octivities." 
It’s a growing field: Other 
research groups around 
the country, including 
some of Bao's colleagues, 
ore pursuing wearable bio¬ 
sensors. 

Rogers’ sweat patches are 
designed for one-time use 
over a few hours. While 
Wednesday’s studies used 
an early version that ana¬ 
lyzed sweat just once dur¬ 
ing the exercise, he's now 
testing o design capable 
of multiple measurements 
over time.Q

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From the dead: HG Wells ghost 
story published for first time

NEW YORK fAP) — Here^s 
an odd story, from long 
ago: A man by the name 
of Meredith has converted 
a room in his house to a 
cluttered, dirty study, 
Meredith has o taste for 
Scotch whisky and one 
day asks o visiting friend, 
the story’s narrator, if he 
doesn't notice something 
odd about the ceiling. 
“Don't you see it? ” he said. 
“See what?" 

“The ■— thing. The woman.” 
"I shook my head and 
looked at him." 

“All right then," he said 
abruptly. 

“Don’t see iti" 

This brief hybrid of ghost 
tale and detective story 
is called "The Haunted 
Ceiling" and its author is 
H.G. Wells, later known for 
such science-fiction clas¬ 
sics as “The Invisible Man" 
and “The Time Machine.” 
He apparently wrote “The 
Haunted Ceiling" in the 
mid-1890s. when he was 
around 30, and left it un¬ 
seen by others. 

It debuts this week, more 
than a century later. 

“The atmosphere of this 
story was vintage Wells in 
that his stories always had 
the theme of an individual 
who is completely alone 
and is struggling to under¬ 
stand something mysteri¬ 
ous." said Andrew GuHl 
managing editor of The 
Strand Magazine, a liter¬ 
ary quarterly in which “The 
Haunted Ceiling’' appears. 
“At times, you'll finish the 
story questioning whether 


you’ve read something ei¬ 
ther psychological or ma¬ 
cabre." 

Gulli says he found "The 
Haunted Ceiling” offer 
contacting the University 
of lirnois ot Urbano-Cham- 
paign and asking for mate¬ 
rials from the school's Wells 
archive. 

After looking through over 
3.00] pages ot manu¬ 
scripts. he came upon the 
story and realized it was 
unpublished. 

"The Haunted Ceiling” is 
so obscure that two Wells 
scholars. Patrick Parrinder 
and Michael Sherborne, 
said they had never seen it 
before. 

Judging from the style ond 
content, they guessed it 
dated to around 1895. 
when ghost stories were 
populor and Wells was 
both prolific and in need of 
money. 

"So the puzzle is, why was 
this one either never sold, 
or if sold never published?" 
says Parrinder. whose 
books include “Shadows of 
the Future: H.G. Wells. Sci¬ 
ence Fiction, and Proph¬ 
ecy." 

Wells was a versatile writer 
and completed some no- 
toble paranormal toles. 
tn “The Story of the Inexpe¬ 
rienced Ghost." a man re¬ 
lates an occult encounter, 
becomes more and more 
agitoted. collapses and 
dies, the narrates observ¬ 
ing that "whether he did 
indeed pass there by that 
poor ghost's incantation, 
or whether he was stricken 
suddenly by apoplexy in 
the midst of on idle tale — 
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There is always something happening for the whole family at Paseo Herencia* 


as the coroner’s jury would 
have us believe — is no 
matter for my judging." 
Sherborne does not con¬ 
sider "The Haunted Ceil¬ 
ing" a masterpiece, but 
praised the way “Wells 
focuses the tale through a 
skeptical narrator, an ac¬ 
tive personality who looks 
likely to provide the pas¬ 
sive victim with a reassur¬ 
ing solution, only for a su¬ 
pernatural element to be 
reintroduced after all at 
the end.” 

"It’s not one of Wells’ very 
best stories," he added, 
"but it Is a skillfully as¬ 
sembled anecdote which 
would, I think, be very ef¬ 
fective as a self-contained 
magazine item."Q

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Was cable TV election poll 
coverage a waste of time?

NEW YORK (AP) — It’S un¬ 
derstandable if Bill Hem- 
nrer, John King and Steve 
Kornacki still see flashing 
maps of blue and red 
states in their mind's eye 
before drifting off to sleep. 
Each man was assigned 
by his television network 
to stand before a map of 
the U.S. several times o day 
during the election cam¬ 
paign to talk about the lat¬ 
est polls and speculate on 
"paths to victory" for Hillary 
Clinton and Donold Trump. 
Given the Republican’s 
surprise win, it's hard not 
to wonder whether it was 
wasted time that in future 
campaigns might be bet¬ 
ter spent trying to under¬ 
stand voters or the more 
substantive issues facing a 
new president. 

"I do not feel it was a wast¬ 
ed political exercise at olL" 
said Hemmer, of Fox News 
Channel. "Based on the 
level of notional Interest 
in this story, people were 
hungry for information and 
it was our duty to provide 
that.” 

The one dominant theme 
of the map-side discus¬ 
sions was that Clinton hod 
the clear advantage, and 
that many things hod to go 
right For Trump to win. "If 
you Googled it, you would 
probably hear the phrase 
‘inside straight’ several 
times, because that was 
what they needed/' Hem- 
mer said. 

There were signs in the 
campaign's final days that 
things were tightening, and 
it was reflected in the re¬ 
porting, Nate Silver of ES¬ 
PN's 538 blog, in foot, was 
sharply criticized by Clinton 
supporters the weekend 
before the election for not 
being as bullish about their 
candidate's chances as 
others were. 

Even on the affernoon of 
election day, pollster Ed 
Rollins said on Fox it would 
fake a maracle for Trump to 
win. The New York Times’ 
Upshot biog, which car¬ 
ried a constantly updating 
dial on each candidate’s 
chance of winning, early 


that day pegged Clinton’s 
chances at 84 percent. 
Forecasters like Silver, who 
built his reputation on his 
2012 success, increased 
the appetite for Hemmer, 
King and Kornacki’s work. 
Obsessives hung on every 
word, every poll. 

"f was os shocked as every¬ 
one as if fumed on election 
night," MSNBC's Kornacki 
said. "There was about o 
20-minute period, looking 
at Florida, in North Caro¬ 
lina and in Virginia, that 
just turned upside down 
everything I thought about 
where this was heading." 
Kornacki takes some com¬ 
fort in fhe knowledge that 
he repeatedly told view¬ 
ers that Rust Belt states like 
Michigan, Pennsylvania 
and Wisconsin were the se¬ 
cret to any Trump victory 
scenario. 

Four days before the elec¬ 
tion. Trump's polling team 
came to Fox News to show 
Hemmer that ther research 
was more positive than 
public surveys were reflect¬ 
ing. They turned out to be 
right: at the time Hemmer 
hod to worry if he was be¬ 
ing spun. 

Polling captures a moment 
in time when only one mo¬ 
ment — election day — re¬ 
ally matters. And the pub¬ 
lic polls ore generally ill- 
equipped to fully capture 
changes happening in the 
last days of the campaign. 
Thomas Patterson, a pro¬ 
fessor who teaches about 
politics and the press at 
Harvard University's Ken¬ 
nedy School of Govern¬ 
ment, wrote o decade 
ago about the flood of 
polls damaging campaign 
coverage. He called them 
a cheap branding oppor¬ 
tunity for universities and 
medio organizations. 

Things haven’t changed 
since then, he said. 

"The problem with palls 
when you have that many 
is that it's cheap and easy 
journalism,” Patterson said. 
"The audience is interested 
and you get new stuff every 
day. At some point, when 
you pay that much atten¬ 
tion [to polls), it bracks the 
news." 


In an upcoming study, 
Patterson found that no 
substantive Issue brought 
up by Clinton attracted 
more than 1 percent of 
campaign coverage. The 
candidates shoulder some 
blame for the type of cam¬ 
paigns they ran, but the 
finding olso reflected how it 
was covered, he said. 

Polls ore especially tempt¬ 
ing for cable networks with 
endless hours to fill, where 
talking about the news of¬ 
ten beats reporting it. They 
become the mirror that 
reflects everything: much 
of the discussion over Clin¬ 
ton's use of a private email 
server was not about the 
issue itself, but rather how 
it would affect her popu¬ 
larity, he sod. Clinton was 
often covered as the next 
president. Trump os □ curi¬ 
osity and sure loser. 
Michigan-based filmmaker 
Michael Moore, who pre¬ 
dicted o Trump victory last 
summer, is seen now as o 
seer for his knowledge of 
a region often overlooked 
by national news organi¬ 
zations. His post-election 
appeoronce on MSNBC's 
"Morning Joe" was grip¬ 
ping television and the fail¬ 
ure to read attitudes in the 
Midwest has dominated 
media post-mortems. 

CNN, Which declined to 
moke King ovailable to talk 
for this story, hired as a corv 
tributor Saleno Zito, o for¬ 
mer Pittsburgh newspaper 
reporter who, like Moore, 
had seen clearly whot was 
coming. 

MSNBC’s Kornacki, a politi¬ 
cal junkie who volunteered 
for his map duty, argued 
that studying the polls is as 
important to spot trends as 
better regional reporting, 
even with the spotty perfor¬ 
mance this year. “We can¬ 
not go out and conduct 
350 million interviews across 
the country," he said. 

The veteran politico! ob¬ 
server Patterson needs no 
poll to predict what the 
current media self-exami- 
nation will result in. 

"When the Flag drops 
the next time," he said, "F 
don''t think It will be that 
d(fFerent.'’Q
